1 :do not think that any one generai paper siil
suffice to cover the various accoumtiogs which are necessary for gertain of
the larger of these projects. It is not the simple type of seasitive proje=:
-- where a one-thine peynent is a:ade to a2 person Or group for & spacifiz
purpose -- that raises serious problem:s of adsquate documentation. [ac
difficulty arises in the sensitive oroject requiring the continuing use of fuads,
kaowledge of which r.uat be hald vezy closely because of the persors or
groups involved and over which ve are able to exercise little or no contisl,
especially to the extent ¢f receiving detailed accountings. [lhess lerge:r and
coatinuing projects will require individual procedural papers prepared vita
the help of the Comptrolier and the Auditer. Ve are even now drafting duch
a paper for the large ¥ E project in consultation with the Comptroller anc the
Auditor, and ate finding that subsidiary procedural papers will Le aecessary
in addition to the baeic one.

2. I have tae im:pression that one reasan for some of the financiai
problems encountered up o 80w bas been the lack of a stromg Chiet of trapport
in those divisions where operations are expanding rapidly. It is in theu:
divisions that | feel we should place our strongest and most expiricnce:
personnel, anc I would like to discuss this problex: with you in the hopo that
you could arrasge for s¢rac shiits in assignruents which would bolster our
support in the very arcas where sxpeaditurces of the larger, sensitive type
will occur mozt in the coruing montas.
